of the packet which had been fealed by him and that 
entleman, and which was produced in Court. 
“The other evidences called for the Crown were 
brought forward in order to prove the letter above 
qeferred to, and the note. upon the cover of the par- 
cel being the band-writing of the pamiel. Though 
the witnefles could not {wear pofitively to this fact, 
yet the Dean of Facalty was inclined to admit it, 
ashe did not imagine that circumftance could ma- 
terially affeét the fate of his client either in one way 
er another. - 

The Dean of Faculty then called three Avitneffes, 
viz. Sir James Hunter Blair, Bart. Mr Erficine of 
Mar, and Mr James Craig, baker io Edinburgh, 
to prove the character of the pannel. Ajlof thefe 
Gentlemen concurred in giving the moft ample tefti- 
mony as to the honefty, honour, and upright deal- 
ing of the pannel, in the very extenfive and numer- 
ous tranfactions which had paffed between him and 
thefe Gentlemen. 

The proof being coneluded on both fides, the 
Lord Advocate addrefled the Jury on the part of the 
Crown. His Lordthip obferved, that the Court 
having fourd the libel relevant, at common law, to 
jnfer the crime of bribery, it now became their pro- 
yince to find whether the fact, as charged in the 
jndigiment, was proved or not; and whether the 
pannel made the attempt of bribing the Solicitor of 
Bccile, with the intention of feducing that officer 
from his duty? ‘The attempt, he faid, had beeo 
fully proved ; and there could be little donbt of the 
intention, when the relative fituation of the parties 
wet attended to. ‘The one, as had been proved, 
was a very extenfive Diitiller ; the other an olfcer 
of Excife, who had, in a great meafure, the fole: 
@irelion and controul of every action carried on a- 
gainit defrauders of the Revenue, either before the 
inferior Courts or the Court of Exchequer. It was 
therefore in his power to {top profecutions, or to 
quafh them, whenever he thought proper 3 and, if 
he had not had: the virtue to refiit the enormous 
bribe which had been attempted to be forced upon 
him, it would have been impofible for Mr Bonnar, 
as well obferved by himfelf, in the courfe of his e- 
yidence, ever to have done his duty with fidelity at 
any after, period, wherever the pannel, ‘or any of his 
connections, had the fmalleft concern. 

“The Hoa, Henry Er/kine, Dean of Faculty, then 
addreffed the Jury on the part of the pannel, and 
combated, with much ingenuity and ftrength of rea- 
fohing, every topi¢*advanced by the Lord Advo- 
cate. But it is impofhble for ug to enter minarely 
‘into the various arguments of thefe learned gentle 
‘men. Tire Dean obférved, tharshe did ‘not think 
the Lord Advocate ought to have founded any thing 
pon the interlocutor of the Court, finding the rele- 
vancy. He held it as a clear principle, that the Ju- 
ry were judges of the Jaw as well as of the /éf. 
The Court, no doubt, had found the libel relevant 
But ifthe Jury thought, as he did, that this*was an 
erroneous judgment, they were not bound to pay a 
iy regard to it. © With refpect to the relative fitua- 
tion of the parties, he was ready to meet the Lord 
Advocate upon that ground, and was willing that 
thé fate of his client fhould be decided upon that a- 
lone. What was the fituation.of the pannel? He 
was an eminent diftiller. He was a gentleman of 
the molt irreproachable character. He had been fi 
chafte in his dealings, that not even a fufpicion had 
been entertained of his acting unfairly by Govern- 
ment. He had never afked a favour ; nor had he, 
made any fipulation, when this aliedged bribe was 
attempted, that he was to receive aay. On the 
contrary, he thought himfelf bound, in gratitude, to 
make Mr Bonnar a prefent for the very handfome 
Tanner in which he had conducted the hydrometer 
caufe, as well as for the later inftance of his fervices 
performed to the panael, and thé whole diftillers ia 
Scotland.——The Lord Advoéate had faid a 
great deal about the largeénefs of the fum.— 
He acknowledged it was a large one. But the Ju- 
ry were not to imagine that the whole of it came out 
of the pocket of his client. It was acommon caufe 
of the whole. Diftillers of Scotland, and they did 
not think Mr Bonnar overpaid, confidering the great 
fervices he had performed, ‘The Dean then took a 
teview of Mr Bonnar’s fituation as Solicitor of Ex- 
cife, and denied that it was in his power eithér to 
flop or quath profecutions ; confequently, that he 
could grant no favour, were he fo inclined, to his 
client, or to any other Diftiller. It was very true, 
he had the commencing and even conduding of 
Profecutions. But he was amenable to others for 
his faithful difcharge of that duty. In the firit place, 
he was liable to be called to account by the Com- 
mifoners of Excife. He was alfo accountable to 
the Crown Lawyers. And, fhould both thefe ne- 
glect their duty, which it was not to be fuppef2d they 
Would, he had ft:il another check upon him. Ir 
Was the feizure maker or informer, who, as they 
had @ pecuniary interett in the condemnation, woaldt 
init upon its being carried into effect. Mr Erfkine 
illuttrated this by a very curious cafe which happen- 
€d towards the conclufion of lait war. Government 
ad occafion for a great quantity of fpirits to fend to 
Our troops in America. French brandy, therefore, 
to the amount of 36,000 I. Sterling, was commiiliun-

The confequence was, that though the Artorney-

The Lord Juftice Clerk afterwards delivered a
